The  value  of  all  Bottles,  Flasks,  Jars,  Demijohns,  Carboys, 
Casks,  Hogsheads,  Pipes,  Barrels,  and  all  other  Vessels  or  Pack- 
ages manufactured  by  Tin,  Iron,  Lead,  Zinc,  Glass  or  any  other 
material,  and  capable  of  holding  Liquids;  Crates  containing 
Glass,  China,  Crockery  or  Earthenware,  and  all  Packages  in  which 
Goods  are  commonly  placed  for  home  consumption,  including 
Cases  in  which  Bottled  Spirits,  Wines  or  Malt  Litjuors  are  con- 
tained, and  every  Package,  being  the  first  receptacle  or  covering 
enclosing  Goods  for  purposes  of  sale,  shall  in  all  cases  in  which 
they  contain  Goods  subject  to  an  ad  valorem  duty,  be  taken  and
